PROTEST CALLEIt FOR 


Agaln«t "Arbitrary ssnd Illcgu!" Ac- 


tion of Postal AutliorHy 


Boston, May 9.—At a meeting of the 


executive committee of the Anti—Im- 
peralist league, at which ex-Governor 
Boutwell presided, the following letter 
to Edward Atkinson was adopted: 


"The executive committee of the Anti- 


Imperialist league thought it proper to 
privately communicate at once to the 
same persons to whom, as you advised 
us April 22, you had written to egress 
your intention of mailing your pamph- 
lets to soldters in the field—that the 
league did not desire to circulate its 
literature in this manner. An inad- 
vertance in expression, doubtless acci- 
dental, might otherwise have conveyed 
to the recipients of your letters the im- 
pression that you had referred to the 
league's publication and their distri- 
bution. 


"Whatever difference of opinion may 


exist as to the propriety of the circula- 
tion which you suggested (but which 
we understand has not been attempted) 
there should be only one opinion as to the 
far more serious issue which has been 
raised by your experiment of sending 
copies of your pamphlets only to Admiral 
George Dewey, President Schurman, 
Pirofessor Worcester, General H. G. Otis, 
General Lawton, General Miller and J. 
F. Bass, the correspondent of Harper's 
Weekly, an-d which was reported to have 
been taken from the mails by order of 
the postmaster general. 


"Against this act of arbitrary and il- 


legal power which would hardly be at- 
tenjpted by any government of Europe, 
except, perhaps, that of Russia, the 
league calls on all good citizens to pro- 
test against a serious blow to Republican 
institutions which are now so gravely 
threatened by imperial policies at home 
and abroad." 


At a lairge meeting of the American 


Peace society in Tremont Temple the 
members strongly condemned the pres- 
ent policy of the government in the 
Philippines, which was described as 
wicked, unjust and unfitting any Chris- 
tian nation. 


President Robert T. Paine presided, 


and L. H. Pillsbury of Derry, N. H., 
acted as secretary of the meeting. 
In 


his annual report, Corresponding Sec- 
retary Trueblood called the present war 
in the Philippines contrary to American 
principles, unjust to the natives and 
dangerous to this country, upon which it 
is likely to fasten a frightful burden of 
militarism. 
President Paine, in dis- 


•ussing the report, criticised the ad- 
ministration, and Rev. Scott F. Hershey, 
William E. Sheldon, Mrs. Lucia A. Mead 
and Mrs. Hannah J. Bailey of Winthrop, 
Me., rolloived in the same order.

Big games on the Mississippi river 


steamers, where poker flourished at its 
beet, were by no means the only in- 
stances wherein fortunes were made 
and lost on the turn of a card.

Welch 


was dealing, and bad shuffling on the 
previous bands had left considerable 
money in the pot. Welch was ahead on 
the winnings. The colonel looked at his 
hand and opened the pot for $1,000. 
Welch stretched his eyes and then 
looked at bis hand.

great surprise to learn that a very con- 
siderable percentage of the native born 
inhabitants of the British idles cannot 
epeak English. 


Naturally, tha vast majority do use 


Jt as the language of their birth, but in 
•Wales there aro as many as 608,030 
persons who speak only Welsh, the 
motheu tongue of the principality. 
Aguiu. in the highlands of Scotland 
Gaelic is the colloquial language of 43,- 
738 persons, who are a'ole to speak 
nothing else. In Ireland 32,121 sons of 
Erin cau speak only Erse, the native 
Irish tongue. 


That Erse ia being displaced by the 


tongue of the sister isle is made evident 
by the fact that tho Eev. Joseph Boa- 
worth, writing in 184S, gave Irish as 
tho commonly spoken tongue of nearly 
3,000,000 inhabitants. At that time 
Welsh was spoken by 1,000 ,000 per- 
Eona. 


Strangely enough, while in Wale8 


fewer people speak both English and 
Welsh than Welsh alone, in Scotland 
almost five times as many people use 
both language's as those who spfalc 
Gaelic only, and in Ireland the propor- 
tion is still greater, being 20 speaking 
both to one who is able to speak Irish 
only. 


Manx is spoken in the Isle of Man. 


The population of the island is 55.S98. 
The people are of Celtic extraction, with 
an intermixture of Norwegian. The is- 
land was under the rule of Norway 
from 870 to 1263 A. D. Both Manx and 
English are used in the promulgation 
of any new law in the island. 
j 


The Channel islands have a popula- 


tion of aboSt 93,000, and the language 
spoken is French. Thus six languages 
are used in the British isles.

Recent statements indicating 
an 


agreement between thu English and Rus- 
sian governments touching their future 
courcc with reference to the trade of 
certain sections of China lend interest 
to a publication just issued by tho 
treasury bureau of statistics entitled 
"Commercial China In 1899." This 
document, as its name indicates, pie- 
sents a careful survey of present com- 
mercial conditions in China, showing 
the situation of railway lines, naviga- 
ble waterways now opojied to the com- 
merce of the world, the treaty ports, 
which are the commercial doorways of 
China, and steamship and cable lines. 


The imports and t:cpcrts in the last 


quarter of a century are shown in de- 
tail, with the growth of demand for 
each of the important articles, tbe 
principal countries from which they 
have been drawn, and tlio growth of 


; the commerce between China and the 
United States, especially the sales by 
the people of the United States to those 
of China. 


A part of this publication which dis- 


cusses the commerce of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang and West river valleys is of 
especial interest because of the recently 
published assertion that an agreement 
bps been wade lietv. cer- thr; British and 
Russian gnvermneals by which Russia 
conlines her commercial air'uitionR, for 
the present ut least, in northern China. 


The valleyd of the Yang-ts-e-Kiaug 


and West river, which occupy r«-::'•;.:! 
and southurn China, are shov:n by t:.ii 
report to be tbe great comum i-.l .-.tc- 
tioi; of tba empire, and tl:-, ir impor- 
tance baa been greatly increased by re- 
cent events. One of these is an agree- 
ment "by tho Chinese government that 
uo section of the Ynng-tse valley shall 
be "alienated" to any foreign govern- 
ment so far as relates to trade privi- 
leges, while another of equal impor- 
tance is the opening of the West river 
to the eorumtrce of all nations, free from 
any ••alienation" or special privileges 
to any. 


That the Yang-tse and West river 


valleys are by far tbe most important 
part cf China from a commercial point 
of view is apparent. Two-thirds of the 
foreign 
commerce of China passes 


through Shanghai, at the mouth of the 
Yang-tge, which is the Mississippi river 
of China. The Yang-tse extends west- 
wardly from the Pacific to the extreme 
boundary of the empire proper and pen- 
etrates an extremely fertile, productive 
and densely populated area. 


Nest in importance to Shanghai, 


from a commercial point of view, are 
Canton and the British possession of 
Hongkong, which is adjacent to Can- 
ton, both of them being practically at 
the mouth of the West river, which is 
also an extremely important waterway 


j and route of commerce to the interior. 


A recent edict by the Chinese govern- 


ment adds greatly to the importance of 
these two rivers. This edict permits 
foreign steam vessels to ply on the 
navigable waters of practically all in- 
land streams, this privilege being ex- 
tended to small steam vessels, which 
may go to the head of navigation in all 
treaty port provinces. Another edict 
recently issued permits foreigners to 
visit all parts of the empire for business 
or trade purposes. 


The importance of these three agree- 


ments, by which the commerce of the 
Yang-tse and West river valleys re- 
mains open to all nations desiring to 
compete for it, by which foreign steam 
vessels may penetrate for business pur- 
poses to the head of navigation on these 
and other streams, carrying with them 
foreigners for pleasure or business pur- 
poses, and by which foreign manufac- 
tures and the machinery which makes 
them are much more freely admitted 
than formerly, can scarcely be over- 
rated. Commenting on the rapid devel- 
opment of events in China, the publica- 
tion of the bureau of statistics says: 


"The more rapid development of the 


privileges of foreigners in China and of 
the introduction of modern commercial 
methods dates from the treaty of Shi- 
monoseki, made between China and 
Japan in.1895, at the close of the war 
between those nations, and followed by 
a commercial treaty in 1896. The im- 
portant features of these treaties were 
that they opened the waters of the prin- 
cipal rivers and canals to the citizens 
of other nations, giving foreigners the 
right to .purchase goods or produce in 
the interior of China, to rent ware- 
bouses without the payment of special 
taxes or exactions and to engage freely 
a all kinds of manufacturing indus- 
••"•ies in the treaty ports; also to import 
all kinds of machinery, paying only the 
stipulated import duties thereon, and 
on products manufactured by them in 
China paying only such inland transit 
dues as are leviable on imported mer- 
chandise' (the. latter provision having 
been somewhat modified, however, by 
the commercial treaty). While the 
China-Japan treaty specifically confer- 
red these privileges only on Japanese 
subjects, they at once became applicable 
to the subjects of other nations having 
full treaty relations with China tinder 
the 'most favored nation' principle. 


"The prompt result of this was a 


movement from all pnrts of tbe busi- 
ness world in the direction of China 
and the establishment of business and 
manufacturing industries not only in 
the old treaty ports, but in the new 
ones which were opened by the Japa- 
nese treaty and by auDseqnent action of 
the Chinese government. This was fol- 
lowed by other evidences of a disposi- 
tion to adopt modern methods. The 
railroad from Peking to Tien-tsin was 
quickly completed by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, and agreements were made 
looking to' tbe construction by foreign 
capital of other lines thousands of miles 
in length; telegraphs were extended, 
electric roads and lights introduced in 
the principal cities, mining and manu- 
facturing concessions freely granted; 
tbe West river, which penetrates south- 
•rnjChinaJrom Canton westward,.1 


opened to commerce, and finally" per- 
mission was given for omall steamboats 
to penetrate to the interior limits of 
navigation on all the rivers of the prov- 
inces containing treaty ports.

GENERAL MILES' NEGLECT. 


The report of the beef inquiry board 


as not entirely satisfacory to the par- 
tisans of General Miles though it leaves 
no doubt that tremendous blundering 
characterized the work of the commis- 
sary department. It fails to elevate 
General Miles to a pedestial and conse- 
quently it is not universally acceptable. 
However, it seems to be a very able 
and impartial report. It should not be 
overlooked that General Miles took no 
Steps flo have the soldiers better fed 
[when it -was reported to him that the 
meat ration was not fit for tise. The 
fact that General Miles waited until 
the havoc was wrought 
before lie 


jnoved in the matter and then moved 
through the medium of newspapers 
does not argue conclusively for un- 
mixed high purposes in the general. It 
may be said and probably there is 
much, truth in it that General Miles 
could have made no impression on Sec- 
retary Alger and General Eagan had he 
attempted to influence them relative to 
the rations to be supplied the soldiers. 
But it does seem that if the g-eneral had 
been moved to deep compassion for the 
suffering men in the field that he would 
have bearded the lions in their den. 
Only through the secretary of war and 
through the'commissary general could 
the commanding general hope to bring 
about immediate ameUonation of the 
harrowing circumstances in the field, 
and it is impossible to believe that if 
the general had appealed to them and 
to the president of the United States 
his appeal would have been given no 
attention, particularly when it bore 
tipon the very life of the army for 
which the people had so strong an at- 
tachment. But General Miles remained 
silent until he had rested on his oars 
in Porto Rico, at which time he gave 
his information and opinions to the 
country through a western newspaper. 
The troops that invaded 
Cuba were 


then physically wrecked. It is difficult 
to say how much credit is due to Gen- 
eral Miles for what he has done when 
it is kept in mind that he had the in- 
formation and quite likely the power 
to prevent half of the suffering which 
he has so extravagantly condemned. If 
General Miles had remained as silent as 
the sphinx to the present day the inca- 
pacity of the commissary department 
would have become known and would 
have been investigated.

The Re- 
view of Reviews evidently thinks that 
to admit an incapacity for city govern- 
ment would IH> equal to admitting in- 
capacity all along the line. The truth 
of this is wry evident, of course, but in 
connection with tho Review's thought 
we desire to have note made of iht* 
growing relations existing between city 
and state governments, how the one 
helps to determine the character nf the 
other. Here in North Adams we are 
discovering that state ar>.rt city matters 
are intimately connected and arc likely 
to become more intimately connected. 
City matters arc- regarded with deeper 
interest than arc state matters by the 
majority of voters and the discussion 
and settlement of the city questions 
divide the people and the politicians in 
ways that state questions would not 
divide them. Once divided by marked 
lines they are likely to stay so divided 
for some time and the division in- 
variably has the effect of largely if not 
wholly determining the representatives 
chosen to the state legislature. It may 
at times look to be just the reverse of 
this as it has appeared in this city— 
the cleavage.over the state election 
showing itself in the city election and 
hence in the city government. 
But 


close observers have discovered that 
the city election is very much antici- 
pated in the lining up for the state 
contests. Last year in this city the 
influences which became victorious at 
the state election were also victorious 
at the city election, but it was well 
known that the city contest "uas ac- 
tually being fought in the representa- 
tive contest which preceded. 
And 


whether or not the representative con- 
test is wholly determined by the am- 
bitions which are looking ahead to the 
city contest it is so far shaped by them 
as to be altogether different from what 
it would be were the city election not 
close at hand. 


A minute's reflection will make clear 


the important beai'ing our city mat- 
ters have upon our state affaiis. City 
politics as well as the expression of 
it in city government has a very 
decided bearing nn the character of 
the state legislature. A noteworthy 
illustration is afforded by the city of 
Haverhill which has a Socialist mayor 
and has sent a Socialist member to the 
house of representatives, where he in- 
troduces Socialistic policies, 
which, 


whether enacted or not, have influence 
upon the state as a whole. If illus- 
trations having less of the radical in 
them be required take the cities which 
are decidedly on one side of the tem- 
perance or labor questions and trace 
their contributions to the legislature. 


At present it looks as if the city 


government would, in the very near 
future, be the keystone of the state 
government and surely, that becoming 
so, if we should prove failures 
in 


municipal matters w> should prove 
failures 
throughout our whole de- 


mocracy. 


The manly and masterful way in

RELATION OF CITV TO STATE. 


"In the great towns of the United 


'States there has been of late much to 
(study and observe. The path of muni- 
cipal progress in America is not with- 
out its impediments and difficulties; but 
progress, nevertheless, 
is real and 


striking, as of course it must be if the 
nation is to keep its place in the van. 
Our cities are so large and have be- 
come so important relatively to the 
states in which they are situated that 
to abandon them to bad government 
and evil social conditions would be to 
poison the whole life, public and pri- 
vate, of our commonwealths and our 
republic. Henceforth, therefore, it will 
not do to say that we in America are 
successful in tasks of government and 
social organization except for failure 
to manage our cities well. The time 
lias arrived when an exception of such 
magnitude would overthrow the gen- 
eral rule. Henceforth the government 
of our cities must bo looked upon 
as a typical and representative matter; 
and if our democracies fall in the 
proper ordering of municipal life, they 
will not be adjudged successful in any- 
thing else."

They Float Around In a Careless Sort | 


of Fnslilpn, With, an Occasional 
Q,neer Freak, One Being to Spin 
Around Like a Monster Top. 


"I read about the floating islands off 


the month of the Mississippi the other 
day," said the veracious man from 
Efonesdale, Pa. "That reminded me 
that my own little old county can boast 
B few islands of the sort. What connty'! 
Wayne, young man. You'll find it on 
the maps due north of Pike county. 
You city chaps have an idea that all of 
northern Pennsylvania is Pike connty 
in expansion, but you were never so 
much mistaken about anything in yonr 
lives. Pike county is all very well in 
its way, but its way runs to fish liars 
and rattlesnakes. 
Now, Wayne has 


none of the latter, but of the former- 
well, talk abont Pike connty fishing! 
Yonng fellow, Pike county isn't a 
marker to Wayne when it comes to 
downright, honest, clean cut piscatorial 
sport. Pike may lie abont it better, but 
when you come to sift the facts from 
the fiction before an investigating com- 
mission yon'll find that Wayne catches 
the biggest trout and the fightingest 
bass every time, and don't yon forget it. 


"But I started to tell you about the 


floating islands in the old county. 
Way back in the twenties the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal company gotiged a 
channel in the face of the earth from 
Rondotit to Honesdale and called it a 
canal. For reservoirs and feeders to this 
canal the level of ponds and lakes along 
the route was raised by means of dams 
from 12 to 20 feet. While the dams 
were in process of building the timber 
about the ponds was felled up to the 
artificial water line, and in many cases 
really valuable lumber waa left to decay 
where it fell. These dead trunks formed, 
when the water rose to it° newer level, 
the basis of these floating islands, which 
may be found in so many of the lakes 
of Wayne county Intertwining branch- 
es and twigs of the trees themselves and 
large quantities of underbrush served 
to bind tho logs together in something 
like a solid mass, thereby forming rafts 
of more or less buoyancy and size. In 
the course of time water weeds of va- 
rious kinds attached themselves to the 
raft, and eventually became a part of 
it. Gradually a light, thin mold ac- 
cumulated on the island, and in this 
mold birds planted seeds and grain, 
which, sprouting, growing and finally 
dying and rotting, did their part in the 
making of the whole. All of the larger 
islands bear from one to a score of trees, 
many of which have attained a consid- 
erable growth. 


"Yon might suppose that to walk 


upon or to fish from one of these islands 
wotild be a sonrce of some danger, but, 
aside from an occasional wetting of the 
feet no Aideuts from this cause have 
ever occnired, so far as I have been able 
to learn. The sensation prodnced by 
walking on a floating island ia very 
similar to that which yon and I have 
both experienced when, as boys, wo ran 
on thin, yonng ice, or thicker old and 
rotten ice. You remember how the ice 
used to bond nnder yoirr weight as yon 
ran across it, sometimes sinking nearly 
a foot and then with the next step ris- 
ing to meet yon, possibly throwing yon 
and perhaps giving you a ducking? 
Well, it's the same way with the float- 
ing islands, but with the element of 
clanger eliminated. It has the same fas- 
cination. 


"Strange as it may seem, very few of 


these floating islands have become per- 
manently anchored to the bottom of the 
lakes. They are as nomadic and as un- 
fiettled in their habits as the Arab. 
They lack what we country people- call 
fitick-to-itivencss. They nro the con- 
trnriost cnsscs that ever happened. 
Sometimes a mere breath of wind will 
nroir] one of thorn scooting from one end 
of the lake to the other and again yon

lining that they should conform to the 
samft laws as other similar organiza- 
tions. Mr. Moran of Bristol favored 
the house bill, and urged that the argu- 
ment for the trades union, is that they 
should not be obliged to make public 
their list of officers, as that might be 
very injurious t,» such officials in case 
of labor troubles. 
HI> pointed uut the 


difference between such trades unions 
and thu ordinary fraternal association). 


Mr. Kenefick of Ilampden. thought the 


bill could well be passed as it came 
from the house. 
The trades unions 


have conducted this insurance businc-ss 
so honestly as to show that further le- 
gislation is nol needed for them. There 
is no abuse that needs correction. The 
bill was ordered to a third reading, 19

McLeod is understood to be in Charlotte- 
town, P. E. I., his former home, and like- 
wise it is staled that he has preached 
there since his hasty departure from this 
city. 


The charges against McLeod have 


been in the hands of the police for some 
time, and a warrant for his arrest was 
issued at the time the case was first 
called to their attention, and before the 
church folks had taken action. 
The 


allegations are very serious and de- 
plorable. 
When there were reports of 


certain acts of the clergyman much 
commotion was created, the definite re- 
sult being the division of the member- 
ship of the church over which McLeod 
was then exercising pastoral relations. 


The board of elders in the church 


first brought the charges to McLeod's 
notice, and asked for his resignation, 
which he tendered them. 
Then the 


church, by a vote of 44 to 18, refused to 
accept it, but as McLeod was not the 
settled pastor, the action of the elders 
was irrevocable. 
Forthwith, about 50 


of the SO members of the church seceded 
and formed the Independent Presby- 
terian church. 
The members claimed 


that their action was not through sym- 
pathy or friendship for McL-eod, but be- 
cause the government of the church, 
through the elders, was arbitrary, and 
because they were allowed no part In the 
proceedings in which McLeod was called 
to account. 


The inquiry yesterday afternoon was 


held behind closed doors, but among the 
witnesses called were some of those upon 
whose statements the police obtained a.

Cuba and Porto Rico. Tung-Kwai, an 
attache of the legation, said that, in, view 
of the fact that the Chinese would make 
the best kind of citizens for the settle- 
ment of Cuba., he Relieved that the order 
would be modified so as not to exclude his 
countrymen.

Ten More Millions Gone. 


New York, May 9.—A messenger from 


the French embassy at Washington yes- 
terday delivered at the National City 
bank tv.'o additional treasury warrants 
of $5,000,000, drawn against the 
sub- 


treasury. This makes a total of $15,000,- 
000 out of the $20,000,000 which the United 
States agreed to pay Spain for the Philip- 
pines. The warrants received passed 
through the clearing house today and 
are charged against the account of the 
sub-treasury. As in the first transac- 
tion, the National City bank acted for 
the Deutsche bank of Berlin, which is 
said to have paid the full amount of the 
indemnity to Spain some time ago. Ex- 
change has been bought for about all of 
the $20,000,000, and an advance in rates 
Is most improbable. 


The Government Handicapped. 


Chicago, May 9.—Some shrewd Chi- 


cago men have hit upon a plan by which 
they hope to defraud the United States 
government out of thousands of dollars 
without being brought to justice. Their 
scheme is to gather up all the second, 
class advertising mail matter of large 
commercial houses, ship it to Mexico by 
freight, change their American money 
Into Mexican money at a ratio of 2 to 1, 
buy Mexican stamps, then mail the 
matter back to the United States, thus 
saving % cent on every letter. A care- 
ful examination of th« laws, the pro- 
moters claim, has satisfied the postal 
authorities that the government is un- 
able to do anything in the case without 
legislation. 


The Glass Combine. 


Muncie, Ind., May 9.—Glass men now 


regard it as settled that the American 
Window Glass association, which goes 
out of existence May 30, will be sup- 
planted by the American Glass corn- 
pan y, which will be capitalized at $30,- 
000,000, and will control, it is claimed, 
more than 90 percent of the country's 
window glass production. A singular 
thing in connection with the formation 
of the combine is the persistence with 
which most of the independent plants 
have refused to option themselves. There 
are those who assert that the combine 
will control only 75 percent of all win- 
clow plants, and that new independent 
plants are being built.

GIVING CREDIT TO WOMEN.

GREWSOME -SANTIAGO 
RELICS, 


Attack en Second Regiment Party, and 


Facts in Case. 


Something of a sensation has been 


caused in Spring-field by un attack on 
members of the Second regiment party 
to Cuba, for bringing back with them 
skulls and bones, suposedly of Span- 
iards, from the battlefields of the island. 
Many of the pary returned with such 
grewsome relics, and a writer from 
Northampton attacks them vigorously, 
closing with the following paragraph: 


"With what horror the people of the 


north read during the great civil war 
of the desecration of a few graves of 
northern soldiers by "rebels" how some 
of the brutalized southern soldiery, 
brutalized by the system of slavery, 
went so far as to make "drinking cups 
of Yankee skulls," but who could have 
dreamed that 35 years later the coming 
generation of northern statp soldiers 
—the very flower of New England man- 
hc»od—would be found in 
a 
foreign 


country robbing the graves of a brave 
enemy fallen in battle and dragging its 
defenseless occupant from 
the 
last 


sleep A\ hich nature and God give to the 
meanest of creation?" 


That this is considerably overdrawn 


may be seen from the way in which 
Major Whipple of Adams secured the 
skull which he brought back. 
While 


out driving one day he found the skull 
in -some bushes, where it was lying 
alone, and without any marks of a 
grave and with none of the rest of the 
body. 
A Springfield member of the 


party speaks as follows in connection 
with the matter: 


"At the place shells from Capron's 


battery had killed scores >of Spanish 
soldiers and their horses. There would 
be the bones, of a human body, then 
those of a horse or mule, and then two 
or three bodies, and so on in a mixed 
mass over the entire field These bodies 
had been thrown together and about 
six inches of loose dirt scatetred over 
them. No care had been taken to sepa- 
rate horse and man, nor had any effort 
been made to mark the place. 
Some- 


body had been there ahead of us, and 
everything1 had been picked over. The 
bones were kicking about on the ground 
in a general mixture, and the toys were 
using thes kulls to play football \n' 
something of that kind. 


In view of the fact that every one, 


government employes, tourists, natives 
and all were carrying them from the 
field, I brought this one back with me 
and have since presented it to a friend 
more interested in such matters than I 
am. The bones were entirely uncared 
for and as far as anyone's being able 
to tell what the rank of the soldier had 
been, or even what his nationality 
might be, it was an impossibility. It 
might have been a native Cuban, a 
negro or even some peraon who had 
•wandered out to El Caney during- the 
siege of Santiago, and after dying1 of 
starvation been dumped into this com- 
mon field."

To provide necessary 
running expenses, bonds were issued, 
then preferred bonds, until finally the 
credit of the road became impaired. 
Mt. McGreggor is an interesting spot 
to visit for its natural beauty. 
The 


fact that General Grant died there, 
July 23, 1885, added some historic in- 
terest, and a reasonable investment 
of capital there would probably have 
paid. The difficulty with the enterprise 
lay in the fact that it was conducted 
on too extravagant lines. 


For a number of years one train a 


day was run to hold the franchise, 
but when the hotel burned last year, 
the climax came, and now the road is 
no more. In all nearly a million dol- 
lars was sunk in the enterprise. 


. Armory Declared Unsafe. 


Mayor Mather of Northampton re- 


ceived yesterday morning a letter from 
Adjutant General Samuel Dalton con- 
cerning the Northampton armory. Its 
contents are as follows: 


"Dear Sir—I am directed to inCorm 


you that the armory of company I is 
again reported as being unsafe. The 
inspector says that thec ompany should 
not continue another night in the ar- 
mory, and I have instructed the captain 
to discontinue drills until the building 
can be inspected by the inspectors of 
buildings of the state.

examination. A result of the further 
unfavorable report of Colonel Richard- 
son was the letter above printed, and 
an, order to Captain Moynihan to dis- 
continued rills In the building until it 
has been again Inspected by state In- 
spectors. 


The order stated that this inspection 


would soon be made. There is no ex- 
pectation that ths second report of the 
state Inspectors will be more favorable 
than the first, and U may be fairly con- 
sidered that no more firills will ever 
take place in the present armory.

VETERANS' PREFERENCE, 


Spanish War Soldiers Favored Beyond 


Veterans of 61. 


There la a small-sized sensation on 


civil-service rules brewing for the 
state when the legislature gets at the 
bill, which has already passed the sen- 
ate, providing for preference for vet- 
erans of the Spanish war in making 
appointment in the civil service. Thebill 
provides that in making appointments 


! after examination, veterans of the civil 


war shall come first, and veterans of 
the Spanish war second, with civilians 
last. 


House Chairman Wells of the com- 


mittee on public service, decided to 
make a study of the bill, and has 
found that the committee on military 
affairs has almost eclipsed the com- 
mittee on public service 
in 
getting 


through a measure which •« ill not only 
prevent a civilian getting a place in 
the public service, but will practically 
prevent any veteran of the civil war 
becoming a public servant through ap- 
pointment under the civil-service rules. 


The veterans of the civil war recog- 


nize that the bill destroys all chance of 
their getting positions, for as between 
a "veteran" of 25 and one of 60, the ap- 
oointing potter is not likely to hesi- 
tate. It is said by the committee that 
they did not think the change would 
apply tn this section, but it is also said 
that some of the committee understood 
very well how it would apply, and that 
the author of the hill, Mr. Kane of 
Boston, and Senator Keliher understood 
it. Mr. Wells will seek to have the 
bill amended by the house or killed, 
and it is said that the old soldiers nf 
'61 will seek to help him, as a matter 
of self- defense. 


It is said that some of the young 


veterans have sent requests to their 
friends in the house asking them to 
vote against the bill. They say that 
they do not want to be a privileged 
class. As many of the men to whom 
the bill applies did not go out of the 
country at all, there is a feeling that 
the young men who want the bill are 
asking too much. 


The move for the bill comes from 


only one regiment, according to state- 
ments yesterday in Boston, and there 
is certainly a decided feeling against 
the bill on the part of some civil war 
veterans, as well as on the part of 
those who are desirous of sustaining 
the civil-service system in its integrity.
